After a search and a thorough examination of the present application, claims 1 - 
24 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest in combination of 
elements as recited in the independent claims, wherein steps including generating a 
tree data structure containing data requiring synchronization between a web server and 
a client and a number of change flags that each correspond to a separate leaf node of 
the tree data structure and each indicating whether a revision has been made to leaf 
node data stored in the leaf node; generating a number of first checksums, each for the 
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leaf node data stored in a separate one of the number of leaf nodes stored by the web 
server; and comparing each of the number of first checksums to a corresponding one of 
a number of second checksums contained in a request datagram communicated to the 
web server by the client.
